2. IN THE US VIEW THE NEXT ROUND OF BILATERAL CONSULTATIONS 
SHOULD BE HELD IN GENEVA ACCORDING TO THE SCHEDULE 
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PREVIOUSLY PROPOSED. THE SOVIET RESPONSE TO OUR 
PROPOSAL INDICATES THAT THIS TIMING AND LOCATION WOULD 
BE ACCEPTABLE TO THE USSR AND OUR PREPARATIONS ARE
